After sptakmg of the present active

sajs 


We lie verj emphatic in believing that 
theie ought not to be anj place here, 01 
elsew here for a 'i M C A , and that 
there would be no place if the churches

under the Church s guidance and by her 
authontj 
She should foster and direct 
e\ei good movement, especially sucn as 
nertam to the spiritual needs and develop- 
ments of men 
All this is of course con 
trarj to the go\ ernment of the association 
which is subject not to anj oidained mm 
is.trj, but to a boaid of bankeis, mer 
chants, manufacturers and othei business, 
men, 
who commit its religious and spirit 


ual work largely to the immediate direc 
tionof the General Secietarv 
Thisoffi 


cer to whom this grav e responsibihtj is. 
committed is not infrequently a young 
man of twenty, without education, and 
with no experience in the care of souls, 
but with an ambition to make his office a

We have no right to speak to any but 


churchmen on this subject, but we want 
our position understood as perhaps it has 
not been in the past

Female Football Players Deserted 
Sent 


Home by Overseers of the Poor. 


The female football players, had even 


worse luck in Springfield than they did 
here, according to the Springfield Union 
of "-his morning which gives the follow- 
ing account of their experiences in that 
city 


' On Saturday morning of last week 


thirteen 'ladies' arrived in this citj and 
stopped at the Mansion house 
They 


were accompanied by three men who at 
once began to bill the town with posters 
heralding a gieat event—a female football 
contest 
The game was plaj ed on Outmg 


park Monday, and from a scientific point 
of v lew was a farce and from a financial 
point of view was ev en more so 
Scarcely 


100 people witnessed the game, and the 
sum of S14 w as taken m at the gate This 
weakened the manager's heart and he felt 
aw fully about it 
He w as unable to sleep 


as well at night and j esterdaj morning he 
decided that the best thing he could do 
was to skip town, and this he did leaving 
behind him thuteen stranded females, 
three men, a lot of baggage and unpaid 
bills galore 


"They wondered how they were going 


to get home 
Some belong in Boston, 


others in New York, and some in Albany,' 
in fact their homes are in the east, west 
and everywhere. But they wanted to get 


home 
They felt v ery bad and said some 


things about their manager which, if he 
could onlj ha\e heard them, would have 
made him wince At last they hit up jn a 
plan 
One of the male members of the 


aggregation applied to Agent Lewis of 
the overseers of the poor and he piomioed 
to send them to their respective homes 
He thought this would be a much better 
and a moie economical plan than to keep 
them here at the city's expense, so in the 
afternoon thej weie given tickets and 
sent home, none the worse for their ex- 
perience "

A Fruitless Search. The Pet Dog Killed. 


Re-union in a Hospital. 


It will be remembered that about a year 


ago sensational stories came from Boston 
about the attempts of James H. Melvin to 
find his missing wife. Mr. and Mrs. Mel-

One day a coat was found in a Boston 
street and in the pockets of it were a note 
evidently written by a mind bent on sui- 
cide and pictures of Mr. and t\Irs. Melvin 
and a pet dog. The dog was Melvin's 
only companion, and in the farewell note 
to Mr. Melvin, Mrs. Melvin spoke feel- 
ingly of the animal. No trace of the owner 
of the coat and pictures could be found 
and it was believed he had committed 
suicide by drowning while suffering from 
melancholia. A few days after the coat 
was found Melvin and his dog turned up 
in this town, and it then became known 
the evidences of suicide was a ruse to 
bring to light the whereabouts of Mrs. 
Melvin. The ruse was unsuccessful and 
Melvin, very near broken hearted, started 
again on the search for his wife and has 
since been lost to North Adams people 
and the newspapers. 


Fate proved kinder to Mr. Melvin than 


she at first had shown a disposition to be 
and he and his wife are now living happily 
together in Boston. 
He continued his 


search for weary months, still losing 
spirit. At last he was compelled to go to 
a hospital in Boston because of his failing 
health. He had previously chloroformed 
his dog, his only friend, and had given up 
the fight. His sickness and confinement 
in the hospital were the forerunner of his 
joy. His wife heard of them where she 
was working in a New Hampshire hotel 
and, touched by remorse or softened by a 
reviving love, she started for the bedside 
of her suffering husband. There was joy 
in the reunion and it proved a potent 
healer.

of the hall. They were nicely trimmed 
T\ ith flowers and laden with many appe- 
tising vinnds and delacacics. 


There were about 100 guests, who assem- 


b!ed in the court room, on the first floor 
o." the building. A little after S o'clock 
they marched into the hall, keeping time 
to the strains of toe Empire State march 
rendered by Brother's orchestra. 


As soon f.s all were seated, Miss Carrie 


E. Carnes, principal of the Hoosac street 
tiaiuing school, and president of the as- 
sociation, welcomed the guests in very 
p 'etty phrases and introduced Henry T. 
B liley of the state board of education, 
who gave a very interesting .address. 
He 


never saw a more tantalizing position 
tl.an that in which he was placed. When 
he was a small boy his mother used to 
tell him that at table small boys should 
bt seen and not heard. 
He thought it 


would be better now if the same rule were 
applied to him. The town of Adams is 
to be congratulated on its teachers. 
Ur. 


H.irris recently said at the meeting of the 
"cw England Teachers' association, that 
the teachers should be at the head of the 
community, and as far n^ could be learned 
th"y are, here. The people outside think 
of Massachusetts as 
progressive and 


ahead. The people of the state look upon 
th • schools as a part of their creed. 


John Hammond w;is caterer and cvery- 


bo Iv w.ts served with more than enough 
oi' the btst eatables lor an occasion of j 
tho kind. 


When the plates had been cleared away, 


Su'it. Beckwitb, who was toastmaster, 
arose and said: In my official capacity I 
should like to take advantage of this pub- 
lic occasion to make an acknowledge- 
nu nt. J suppose you have seen in the 
papers that we are to lose the services ot 
two valuable teachers. They arefa'thlul, 
zealous and discreet workers. The pres- 
ent president of the association has labor- 
ed hard at Hoosac street for eight years 
past. I also desire to commend the first 
assistant in the high school, Miss Lom- 
bai d, who was also faithful and worthy of 
tin confidence reposed in her. I wish 
ttu ir trip abroad for a year will' be pleas- 
ant as well as profitable and they will 
come home inspired for work they are to 
do afterwards. He then introduced Dr. 
Harry B. Holmes of the school committee. 


Dr. Holmes suoke humorously, causing 


inn -h laughter by his bright, witty re- 
ma -ks. He ended by stating that the re- 
lations of the committee and teachers j 
wci e very pleasant. 


J'r. Beckwilh presented Rev. A. B. Pen- 


nin.an, who among other things thought 
education could be put into these nine 
words: Religion, Philosophy, Philology, 
Social Education, Science, Fine Arts, Use- 
ful Arts, Literature and History. The 
ciiu rch and school are supplementary and 
complementary of each other, in striving 
for the great aim of life. Intellect is dan- 
gerous without spirituality and spiritual- 
ity is useless without intellect. The teach- 
ers' profession is very little appreciated 
compared with what it will be. Now a 
young woman teaches school until the 
Lord sends her a husband. She does not 
make it the aim of her life, but the time 
is coming when it will be truthfully suid, 
onco a teacher always a teacher. When 
that time comes there will be a vaster 
suet ess. He hopes to see it so in Adams 
that the citizens will snap their fingers 
at < xpense and spare nothing on the 
teachers. There is a difference between 
knowledge and intellect. The one who 
can put his ideas into shape is the edu- 
cated one. Mr. Penniman would like to 
see an industrial 
department in our 


schools, and if not possible to make it 
compulsory at first make it electoral. 


Superintendent Beckwith, on arising 


said that such a department as Mr. Penni- 
man advocated was compulsory in the 
schools of Massachusetts cities with 20,000 
or more people. He also said that accord- 
ing t o the attitude of the business, so was 
the standing of the schools. This town 
ranked sixth in proportion to wealth 
last year, among Massachusetts towns and 
cities, in the amount of school appropria- 
tion. R. N. Richmond was then pre- 
sented. He said the teachers are the rep- 
resentatives of 2,000 bright reporters and 
it depends upon them to train them. The 
tendency of education is toward concen- 
tration. He would add a business sugges- 
tion to the curriculum prepared by the 
teachers. Teach common sense,-common 
counesy and common honesty. Teach 
then. to be loyal to their homes, to Him 
under whom they live and teach them al- 
legiance to their country. 


James T. Baker sang the "Minstrel 


Boys," in his usually fine manner, accom- 
panied on the piano by bis sister, Miss 
Blanche Baker. 


Editor James P. Magenis made an ex- 


ceedingly witty talk, and among other 
things gave this idea: The public school 
is an incubator. The child is put in there 
as a sort of human bumble-bee, to be in- 
cubated. About half way through there 
is such .a stock of anarchists that he can- 
not see how the teachers have the pa- 
tience to withstand them. Finally they 
broaden mentally and lengthen physi- 
cally, and Mr. Howe turns them out for 
him to make Republicans of. 


The toast-master paid Frank J. Hanlon 


a very complimentary presentation. 
Mr. 


Hanlon spoke for the alumnae of the high 
school and said: "The alumnae should be 
more interested in the work of the schools 
than others. 
He was glad to see the 


schools up to the times and eccupying the 
high rank they do. 
This is due to the 


superintendent who has labored faithfully 
for many years. Mr. Hinlon hoped the 
schools would be as progressive in the 
future as they have been in the past." 


The last speaker, Principal Charles H. 


Howe of the high school, was called upon 
in the two-fold capacity of teacher and 
parent. 
He said, "We've heard a great 


neal about the chararteristics of an ideal 
teacher and he was going to give the re- 
sponsibilities on model towns. First, the 
town owes it to the children that tneir 
health be looked out for. This is a neces- 
sary requisite to efficient work. 
Second, 


the town must be generous financially. 
Third, it wants good teachers, if need be, 
at a good generous salary. Poor teachers 
are expensive at any price and no matter 
what good ones cost they are cheap. 
There are all kinds of children in school 
to be made into good men and women. 
The teacher must do this. To accomplish 


. this she must be sincere, patient, solicit- 
1 ous and able to stand an enormous strain. 
She is continually giving from her own 
life, the best things in it. Mr. Howe won- 
dered that so much is done in the public 
school*. 
The teacher needs heartening 


and the public should keep her and give 
to her that which she gives the pupils, 
their sympathy and help. 
The work is 


solitary and without the sympathy of the 
community, the only way she can get en- 
thusiasm is from her own sense of duty. 
The results of her work are invisible, and 
she can not tell whether she is on the win- 
ning or losing side. 
The community's 


sympathy will do more good than all the 
school house supplies and salaries the 
town can give. When that time coraes we 
will never hear any of this common talk 
about the teachers again. 


Another solo by James T. Baker closed 


the banquet and congratulations to the 
association and speakers might be heard 
on all sides. The orchestra played until 
the guests had left the hall. Their music 
was excellent.

Ibis city within a period of 12 days oc- 
jurn-d late yesterday afternoon in a stable 
yard at the corner of Shawmut avenue 
and Castle street, where Daniel J. Sulli- 
van, a provision vender, was shot and 
killed by Salvatori Albani. an Italian gro- 
cer. 


The stables where the murder took p'icn 


are owned and occupied by a, score or more 
hucksters. At 3:30 o'clock Daniel J. Sul- 
livan drove into the yard and nroceeclcil to 
back his wagon into one of the stables, 
but, in the attempt, he accidentally backed 
into a wagon driven by Albani, who was 
also putting up his team. 


When Albani's rear wheel was struck, 


after a few pointed remarks he drew a sjx- 
shooter and fi«ud at Sullivan, who by this 
time had jumped from his wagon to the 
ground. The shot missed him, and he 
started on a run for a small blacksmith 
shoj) in one corner of the yard, owned by 
Daniel Murphy, and just as Sullivan 
reached tiie door of the shop, he fell to the 
g"ound, shot in tlie region i ' fhe heart. 


Policemen Brown and Dn.-.-oll heard the 


shooting and ran down into the yard from 
S) axvmut avenue, but before they reached 
the shop do-/r Sullivan was dead. 


When Sullivan 
fell, Albani fled 
and 


took refuge in a hotise adjoining the 
stables 1,11 Castle street. After a short 
sean-h he was found in a toilet room by 
t i n - patrolmen and 
taken to station •">, 


amid the shouts of an excited crowd. 
Several wit nesses were also escorted Co tll3 
station. 


The dead man was :!!> years old and mar- 


ried. Albani is a middle-aged man, and 
hatl a wife and family at 
f> Oncida street, 


where he also conducts a grocery business. 
He has always borne a good reputation. 
He came from Italy three years ago. 


A Alust Touching Iiu-iduat 


was the appcaram-u of the murdered man's 
wife on the scene. She approached tlie 
otlicer who was detailed to look after the 
remains and asked permission to seethe 
body, as she had been informed that it was 
her husband. She was shown the way to 
the blacksmith's shop across the yard. 
The door was opened, but. the officer was 
not called upon to expose the features, as 
she identified him by his clothes. She 
broke down completely. 


Sullivan was born in Wales and came, to 


this country several years ago, first locat- 
ing in Lowell. He came to lioston three 
years a-:o. He has been married six years, 
but theiv an- no children. 


Jledic .il Examiner Draper viewed the re- 


mains iu tiie blacksmith shop an hour 
il'tcr the affair took place, ami ordered 
i hem taken lo the morgue, where he made 
in examinalion later. 


The police are now anxious to learn who 


the party was with Sullivan when the as- 
sault took place. 


Lawyer Wolfson is counsel for Albani, 


and he will try and prove at the trial that 
the shooting was done in self-defense.
